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THE RETURN OF THE PRINCE OF WALES. | 
THE safe arrival of the Heir Apparent of the Crown of these 
realms from his transatlantic tour is suggestive in many respects, 
In his case the usual rapidity of locomotion which characterises 
a princely progress was at the last remarkably neutralised. 
However it may be on land, it seems that there is no royal road 
on the ocean; and the proximate Ruler of that Britannia which 
is said to rule the waves was baffled and delayed in his transit 
home by meteorological influences in an uncommon degree, It 
is an ill wind that blows no one good; and, if the Prince of 
Wales was obliged to encounter the tedium and tie discomfort 
of a singularly-protracted voyage from one hemisphere to 
another, he has, perhaps, found compensation in learning how 
deep and breathless was the interest which pervaded the whole 
British mind in those days of suspense that intervened between 
the ordinary period in which a vessel makes a run from America 
to England and the moment of his‘actual arrival. Not so long 
ago an event connected with the fortunes of a member of the 





Royal family—the marriage of the Princess Royal—afforded an 
opportunity for a display of feeling on the part of the people of | 
England which was characterised at the time as evincing an | 
almost purely personal interest in, and affection for, a child of | 
our Sovereign. The solemn anxiety with which, day by day, | 
every o.1¢ looked for the intelligence of the safe return of the | 
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Prince of Wales had its origin in a similar sentiment, intensi- | 


fied, no doubt, by the recollection of the peculiar position which 
his Royal Highness holds in reference to the body politic of the 
United Kingdom, In this instance happily the abstract reverence 
for that part of our institutions which is comprehended in the 
maintenance of a constitutional monarchy was mixed up 
with an individual regard for the eldest son of a Queen, 
who is justly believed to have taken care that, so far as judicious 
education in all its bearings is concerned, no peril should here- 
after arise to one of the main principles of our governmental 
system in the person of her heir, There have been Princes of 
Wales who, if they had been storm-delayed in the wide 
waste of waters that flows between Europe and the 
Western World, would have elicited no eager inquiry, have 
excited no earnest sympathy, and generated nothing like 
that sensation which prevailed all over this country a few days 
since, and which presented to the world a whole nation watching 
with bated breath but eager hope for the return of one who 
seemed to have been euddenly elected into membership with 


| every family in the kingdom, It is not too much to say that the 


people of England in recurring to the conduct and demeanour 
of the young Prince during his visit to North America have 
been surprised into a “ pride in the boy.” As yet no occasion 
had arisen for giving him a personal welcome; but he may 
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be sure that the very first time he makes a public appearance 
he will learn urfmistakably from the reception that will be given 
him that England is glad to see her Marcellus safe at home again. 

A good deal has been said, and justly, with regard to the 
judgment which dictated this tour of the Prince ; and although 
it is probable that the fact will, ere long, pass into that region 
where the nine days’ wonders of this fast-going world find a 
resting-place, if not an oblivion, it is still not too late to dwell 
once more on some of the effects which will have been produced 
by this remarkable excursion, It is not very likely that any 
direct or immediate results will arise, There was nothing in 
the exact nature of a political purpose or any palpable 
and positive object to be attained by what was in 
itself more of an educational exercise for the Prince than any- 
thing else, Fortunately, in our own colonies there was no 
disorganisation, social or political, on which the presence of the 
son of the Queen might have been experimentally tried ; and 
there was nothing in the mutual relations between this country 
and the United States towards the adjustment of which a per- 
sonal visit from such an unofficial plenipotentiary as the Prince 
of Wales riight have done something. The exhibition of no 
such unusual phase of diplomacy was needed in either case, and 
all that has occurred has only tended towards the furtherance 
and extension of the good feeling and good will already existing 
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in reference to this country both in Canada and the United 
States, It is in its character as a high personal compliment 
from the Sovereign of (ireat Britain to her subjects in her 
transatlantic dependencies, and as a friendly courtesy towards 
our kindred on the other side of the St, Lawrence, that this 
event was no doubt viewed, When, however, the enthusiasm of 
the reception with which the Prince was greeted has passed 
away it will be more than probable that it will be found that 
the circumstance of his visit has left behind it the seed: of 
advantages in reference to the fature intercommunication 
between this country and the United States in particular. 

Although of late years facility of intercourse between the two 
countries and commercial reciprocity have done much to tone 
down those international feelings which amounted almost to 
animosities, yet it is certain that a good deal of mutual 
jealousy, and not a little mutual distrust, continued to exist 
between Englishmen and Americans which was not merely 
national but almost personal, The quarrels of blood 
relations have been always the most bitter and the least 
reconcilable, and the instance of England and America has 
proved no exception, Time, the general healer, has done much ; 
community of interests has been working with its usual force 
towards a more thorough understanding and the promotion of a 
better spirit between the two peoples ; and it is, we believe, not 
too much to say that the acceptance of the hospitality, s9 
cordial and so lavish, of the United States by the Prince of Wales 
may be taken as representing that shake of the hand which, 
among the Anglo-Saxon race, is emblematic of the restoration of 
perfect amity, There is a circumstance which, in speaking of 
this matter, should not be lost sight of, With the tact and 
good sense, as well as good feeling, which so eminently 
distinguish her, the Queen took the earliest opportunity 
after the return of the Prince of Wales to invite the Minister 
of the United States to pay her a visit at Windsor Castle, and 
among the guests bidden to meet him were the Prime Minister 
and the Foreign Secretary, This was a graceful and a delicate 
mode of acknowledging the hospitality which had been shown 
to her eldest son in the United States, and will no doubt be 
accepted as such a recognition and duly appreciated in that 
country. 

It needs no very prophetic inspiration to foresee that, in the 
changes and occurrences which are inevitably coming upon the 
world, and most certainly on the European world, it is of prime 
importance that the best understanding and the most cordial 
alliance should exist between England and the United States, 
It is by no means impossible—indeed, the more we consider it.

FRANCE, 

Tle Moniteur has broken silence on the subject of the Emnpress’s 
visit to this country, and on Sunday it officially announced :—*“ Hr 
Majesty the Empress has left Paris on a short tourin England and 
Scotland for the benefit of her Majesty’s health, which has lately 
suffered in consequence of the death of her sister, the Dachesse 
d’Albe.” 

The France Centrale, of Blois, has been suspended for two months 
by a decree of the Minister of the Interior for “ violent attacks on the 
Constitution, and attempting to excite political passions under pretence 
of defending the interests of religion.” The France Centrale had 
published M. Berryer’s recent letter on the liberty of the French Bar. 

The Paris Presse states that M. Thiers has just sent to the press the 
last sheet of the eighteenth volume of his “ History of the Consu late 
and the Empire,” which will appear on December 5. 

The new Bourse at Marseilles was opened yesterday week, and in a 
short time the places respectively assigned to the agents-de-change, 
merchants, and brokers were filled. The total expense of the building, 
at first estimated at 5,000,000f., has amonnted to 9,000,000f. M. 
Lepaute, of Paris, has fixed up a clock, which is said to be unequalled 
in the world, and has cost 38,000f. This clock, in addition to the large 
dial marking the time at Marseilles, has four smaller ones, showing the 
time at Trieste, Paris, Cadiz, and Constantinople, 

SPAIN, 

The Marquis de Miraflores has been appointed Spanish Ambassador 
at Rome. The Queen has presented a rich sword to General Goyon. 

The Espana of Madrid states that the Queen has written an auto- 

ph letter to the King of Napjes explaining the line of policy which 
er Government is obliged to follow in Italy under present circum- 
stances, and expressing sympathy with his position. 

The Congress reassembled on the 12th instant, and reports from 
committees on the bill fixing the number of vessels in the navy for 
1861, and on the budgets of the departments of War and Foreiga 
Affairs, were presented. 

ITALY, 
THE TWO SICILIES, 

The siege of Gaeta continues; though, beyond a few skirmishes, in 
which the Sardinians have, as usual, got the best of it, there does not 
seem to have been much doing. A number of the Neapolitan troops 
which were outside Gaeta have been driven within the walls, The 
Neapolitans continue to fight resolutely, but the defection of 
Staff officers is increasing. Four Generals—Salzano, Colonna, Barbol- 
riga, and Polizzi—have resigned. The King has dismissed and sent 
away General Bertolini. Colonel Pianelli has surrendered a battalion 
of chasseurs to the Piedmontese. Further resistance by the Bourbon 
troops is paralysed by the insubordination of their chiefs and the con- 
fusion which prevails. The batteries of Cappriccini and Santa Agota 
have been placed in a position to definitively reduce the place. On 
Wednesday week twelve large rifled cannon were embarked at Genoa. 
They are intended for use against Gaeta, where the siege artillery, 
which had been carried to Ancona, has arrived. It was believed that, 
if nothing took place in the meanwhile, on the 24th or 25th inst. the 
besieging army will open fire on Gaeta from the heights which it now 
occupies, and will not cease till the town surrenders or can be forcibly 
entered, 

Francis II. has addressed, under date the 15th, a second complaint 
to the European Courts, in which he enumerates the additional wrongs 
inflicted upon him since his first, and lays them all to the door of 
Victor Emmanuel, whose decree disposing of the property taken from 
the Bourbon family i land commented upon in the severest 
terms as the act of a conspirator and brigand, The King’s complaint

Wallachian frontier, 

UNITED STATES. 

The Republican party has achieved a great triumph, the returns of 
the elections in the different States showing that Mr. Lincoln has been 
elected President and Mr. Hamlin Vice-President of the United States. 
The result of the Presidential election is thus remarked on by the 
New York Times, a Republican organ :— 

It is tooearly to speak confidently of detailed results of yester lay’s election, 
But there can be no reasonable doubt that the Republicans have elected their 
President. We have no disposition to exult over this victory, signal and 
important as it is. The contest, on the part of the Republicans, has been 
throughout one of principle ; on the part of their opponents it has been waged 
almost exclusively on the basis of fear. There has been no union of principle 
among them, nor have they been able to concentrate their strength upon a 
single candidate. The result is what might have been expected—disorganisa- 
tion, demoralisation, and defeat. This election will inaugurate a marked and 
most important change in the administration of the Government. The policy 
of extending slavery and increasing its political power will now be checked. 
The slave interest will no longer impose its claims and its law upon the 
Federal Government. The constitution will no longer be regarded a3 a mere 
instrument for fortifying and increasing slavery. The African slave trade 
will not be reopened, and more vigorous und effective measures will be taken 
for its suppression. But, above all, we shall have established at Washington 
a rule of honesty and patriotism in place of the corruption, imbecility, and 
intrigue which have controlled our public councils for the last few years. 
It is quite time we had a change in these respects. The Republicans now 
have it in their power to lay the basis for the most useful, popular, and per- 
manent Administration the country has seen for a long time; but they 
must not conceal from themselves the obstacles which they will be compelled 
to encounter, 

The New York papers are almost entirely devoted to the Congres- 
sional elections, ‘The Hon, Mr. H. Seward delivered an address at the 
-alace Gardens on the evening of the 2nd, He was listened to by as 
many thousands as could get within sound of his voice, while innu- 
merable thousands of Republicans in different parts of the grounds, 
unable to hear him, were listening to other orators who addressed them 
from platforms erected in the open air, Mr, Seward was received with 
the most enthusiastic demonstrations, He spoke for an hour anda 
half, presenting with remarkable succinctness the issues of the day. 
He commented upon the prosperity of New York city and the Free 
States, as compared with that of New Orleans and the Slave States, 
ascribed it to the influence of free institutions, gave his reasons for 
asserting that the Republican party stands precisely where the Fathers 
of the Republic stood, and declared that it was his belief that the 
threats of a dissolution of the Union would cease when Lincoln was 
elected, 

A frightful steam-boat explosion has occurred on the River Mississippi. 
The boiler of the steamer //, V/, Hi/l, bound from Memphis to am 
Orleans, burst on the 2nd inst., and thirty persons were killed, and fifty 
others injured. 

Advices from San Francisco report the loss of the mail-steamer 
Granada at th rance of the harbour, 

At the special request of a number of prominent citizens of Georgia, 
the United States’ A al at Augusta, in that State, had been placed 
in possession of Federal t ; and the arsenal at Fayetteville, North 
Carolina, was to be occupied by a company of the 2nd Cavalry, at the 
request of citizens of that place. This movement was intended as a 
measure of precaution in view of any possible trouble which might 
arise from the result of the Presidential election. 

A very extensive counterfeiting operation has been brought to light 
at Lebanon, Indiana, in which the cashier and several othersconnected 
with the Boone County Bank, in that place, are concerned. Itissupposed 
that they have circulated from 300,000 dols, to 500,000 dols, in coun- 
terfeit bills on that institution. The spurious and the genuine notes 
are from the same plate, with the names of the auditor and register 
forged on the former. The president of the bank had fled, from 
which circumstanee it is inferred that he is deeply implicated in the 
transactions, 

Official despatches received at Washington from Peru represent 
that Mr. Clay had demanded his passport, at the same time addressing 
a note to the Government explaining his reasons. President Castilla 
was taken by surprise, as he had been led to believe that his proposi- 
tion, which had been forwarded by Mr, Clay, would be acceptable to 
the Washington Cabinet. In reply, the Government transmitted 
Mr. Clay’s passport, with a reiteration of their argument in answer 
to his note, Senor Zagarra was instructed to remain at Washington 
until further orders from Lima, when he, too, will probably withdraw, 
and thus terminate all diplomatic intercourse between the two 
countries,

We learn from the Bombay journals (October 27) that the arrange- 
ments were complete in each presidency for the collection of the first 
half-year’s income tax. Proper officers have been appointed, and 
elveulens issued, requiring forms to be filled up and sent to the assessors 
before the Ist of December. 

The Bombay Telegraph observes :—“ We do not remember ever to 
have known India more tranquil than it is at present. With the 
exception of the occasional raids of freebooters and robbers, the empire 
may be said to be perfectly pacific, All the threatening rumours, so 
prevalent some months ago, have entirely disappeared, and people of 
all ranks are gradually becoming reconciled to the position affairs have 
assumed, In inland cities the nature of the Income Tax Bill is still 
but partially understood, but we do not think that Government have 
anything to apprehend from its free operation, on this account. In 

3ombay the Government have been particularly happy in the organ- 
isation by which the proposed tax is to be levied and collected, The 
whole of the selections and nominations have been received with feel- 
ings of lively satisfaction, and we have no doubt that the executive 
officers will fully justify the confidence reposed in them. In the 
Moffusil the appointments appear to have been equally popular, so that 
Government have reason to congratulate themselves upon their 
discernment.”

This is a very handsome and a very 
complete work. It contains an 
extensive series of maps, embracing 
the most recent discoveries; and 
the latest, or nearly so—for of 
course the new kingdom of Italy is 
not included: litical divisions of 
territory in parts of the world, 
compiled from the most authentic 
sources, This atlas is intended as 
a companion to the “ rial 
Gazetteer,” published by Messrs. 
Blackie, in the course of the 
compilation of which the editor 
(Mr. W. G. Blackie, F.R.GS., 
under whose supervision the present 
work is brought out) accumulated a 
large amount of recent geographical 
—— — obtained an exten- 
sive knowledge of chartographical 
sources, and established an intimate 
correspondence with many eminent 
practical geographers—considera- 
tions of no mean importance in 
carrying such an undertaking to 
a successful issue.

“Grand Remonstrance,” and Sir Francis Head's “ Horse and his 
Rider,” rold freely ; but the great demand was for Mr, Samuel Smiles’s 
“ Self-Help "~—over 4000 of which admirable work were purchased, 
entre café et chasse—and Mr, Lothrop Motley’s “ History of the United 
Netherlonds,” which sold 2850 copies, Mr. Madie taking 1500 copies. 
Mr. Mudie is a bold man. We shouldn't like to go “down among the 
Dutchmen” to such an extent, Altogether, the sale wasa great success. 
But where, may we ask, were the long-promised works—Kinglake's 
(* Féthen” Kinglake) Crimean experiences and Stanhope’s “ History 
of William Pitt”? Of the first volume of the Rev. Whitwell Eiwin’s 
Pope we have at least good tidings; and this volume, the first one of 
ten, promises to be one of the best and cheapest volumes of the season. 

One little suggestion as to these trade dinnera, another of which, we 
perceive, has been given by Mr. Bentley. Why shouldn't the con- 
vivial publishers be waited upon by authors? Imagine your novelist, 
traveller, historian, duly apparelled in waitorial black, and white neck- 
cloth, whispering in the ear of a Mudie or a Simpkin, “ Sauterne, sir ; 
my pathos and humour are alike exquisite ;’ or, “ T'ry a little more ice- 
pudding, sir; and, if you want a really good book of travels in the 
Cruel islands, buy my ‘ Cannibal Cartoons.” This hint may prove 
valuable. We freely offer it to our literary brethren. 

Art, too, has had ite sale, but without a dinner, within the last few 
days. The late Mr. Wallis’s gallery of English pictures has been 
brought tothe hammer. Mr. Cope’s “ King Lear Restored after the 
Storm,” from Mr. Brunel’s Shakspeare Gallery, brought 255 guineas; 
Maclise’s “Bohemian Gipsies,” 670 guineas; John Gilbert’s “ Battle 
of Edgehill,” 125 guineas—only half the price the painter originally 
received ; J, W. M. Turner's wonderful “ Burning of the Houses of 
Parliament” was put up at 250 and knocked down at 675 guineas, ‘The 
sum of £630 was realised by the two days’ sale.

REMARKABLE LETTER FROM NAPOLEON BONAPARTE TO 
JOSEPH BONAPARTE. 

AmMonG the many rare manuscripts purchased for the nation at the 
sale of Mr. Dawson Turner’s collection in 1859, not the least curious is 
a letter of the Great Napoleon, to which Mr. Tarner has prefixed the 
account which follows :—“ The following interesting letter was given 
me by my late friend, Mr. John Wright, for many years a bookseller in 
Piccadilly, where his house was the regular place of meeting for 
Canning, Hookham Frere, Gifford, and other authors of the Anti- 
Jacobin, which was principally written there and issued from his shop, 
together with many other of the leading political publications of the 
day. Among yom not the least in importauce was the /ntercepted 
Correspondence, consisting of three volumes addressed to friends in 
France by different officers, savans, &c., attached to the French army 
in Bert The vessel charged with these was captured by a vessel of 
Lord Nelson's ficet, and among them was the letter here preserved, 
which, as wrilten the Commander-in-Chief, and probably on 
account of its containing much private matter, was not among the 
rest, but was put under the especial care of the courier, who kept it on 
his own person.

GARRICK AND SIDDONS. 

The correspondence below reveals a fact in connection with Mrs. 
Siddons’s first appearance on the London boards which appears to have 
escaped her biographer. It is that, she was indebted to the good office 
of Lord Aylesbury, who had been delighted by her acting in the 
country, for an introduction to Garri 

* The late Earl of Aylesbury having seen Mrs. Siddons perform at 
Cheltenham in the summer of 1773 spoke to Garrick in such admi- 
ration of her theatrical talents as to excite his earnest attention, who, 
therefore, without loss of time, wrote to his friend Mr, Bate (after- 
wards Sir Henry Bate Dudley), as follows :— 

“ HAMPTON y, 31, 1775.—Dear Bate,—If you pass by Cl 
ham in your way to Worcester I wish you would see an actress there, 
a Mrs. Siddons; she has a desire, I hear, to try her fortune with us; it 
she seems, in your eyes, worthy of being transplanted, pray desire to 
know upon what conditions she would make the trial, and I will weite 
to her the post after I receive your letter. Pay our compliments to 
your lady, and accept of our warmest wishes for an agreeable journey 
and safe return to London.—Yours, my dear Sir, most sincerely, 
(Signed) D. Garrick. Addressed to the Rev. Mr. Bate.” 

An immediate reply so fully confirmed the opinion of Lord 
Aylesbury that a negotiation was entered into, and an agreement 
entered upon between Mr. Bate and Mr. Siddons for the term of three 
years, at a weekly stipend of six pounds to Mrs. S. and an inferior 
one for Mr. 8. during the Drury Lane season, which appears to have 
been duly ratified from the subjoined letter :— 

“Hampton, August 15, 1775.—Dear Bate,—Ten thousand thanks 
for your very clear, agreeable, and friendly letter; it pleased 
me much, and whoever calls it a jargon of unintelligible stuff

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Our great English prima donna, Clara Novello, has taken her 
last farewell of the public. The concert given for this purpose took 
place at St. James's Hall on Wednesday evening. There was an 
immense assemblage, and the audience included, we should think, 
every musical celebrity now in London, so numerous were the noted 
artistes and amateurs whom we observed all around us, The pro- 
gramme of the concert included several beautiful things which the fair 
vocalist is known to sing exquisitely ; but it is somewhat remarkable 
that there were (with the sole exception of Mendelssohn's “Ave 
Maria,” in which she took the solo parts) no pieces of sacred music— 
the branch of her art in which Mdme. Novello has always been pre- 
eminent, But this was a farewell concert, not for the purpose of 
enabling her to give specimens of her powers in all their various 
aspects—a purpose, Moreover, very unnecessary on such an occasion. 
The music she sang was wholly dramatic—the soprano part in 
Benedict's “ Undine,” which she originally performed at the Norwich 
Festival; the grand scena, “Ocean, thou mighty monster,” from 
Weber's “Oberon,” a marvellous display of vocal power ; and 
Mozart's lovely air, “Deh vieni, non tardar,” from the “Nozze 
di Figaro.” Though, as we learned, she was suffering from indis- 
position, it did not impair the matchless beauty of her voica 
or the energy and expression of her performance. It is 
scarcely necessary to add that her reception was most enthusiastic. 
On presenting herself in the orchestra she was greeted with repeated 
salvos of applause; her various pieces were listened to with the 
warmest expressions of delight ; and when she retired, after joining, 
with wonderful power and effect, in the performance of “ God save the 
Queen,” her parting obeisance was responded to by prolonged acclama- 
tions, while hats and handkerchiefs were waving in every part of the 
hall. It only remains for us to express our regret (and the regret of 
the whole public) for the loss of this illustrious artist, and best wishes 
for her welfare and happiness in the private station which she is so 
well qualified to adorn, 

The second MONDAY PoPpULAR CONCERT, on Monday last, was 
as Classical, as agreeable, and as successful as the first, The music was 
entirely selected from the chamber compositions of Mozart. One of 
his finest quartets was performed by Messrs. Sainton, Ries, Schreurs, 
and Piatti. Mr, Charles Hallé played the beautiful amd impassioned 
sonata in C minor for the piano solo, and the sonatain G, accompanied 
on the violin by M. Sainton. The pleasure of the concert was 
heightened by the admirable singing of Mdme, Lemmens-Sherrington 
and Mr. Santley, These excellent concerts well deserve their success; 
for none of our public entertainments are better calculated to promote 
the general taste for refined and classical music.

STRAND.—A new farce was produced on Monday. It is 
written by Mr. J. P. Wooler, and entitled “‘ Did I Dream It?” Curiously 
nough, considering that the production is a farce, the basis of the 
action is psychological. Peveri! Popjoy (its hero) has a habit of 
mixing his dreamworld with his dayworld, and confounding the 
incidents together. The humours arising from this coafusion are 
intrusted to Mr. J, Clarke, who certainly extorts from them all the 
sport that they contain, Acting under the influence of his belief that 
the events of his dreams are real facts, he proceeds to insult Captain 
Cruiser, RN.

the general excellence of the work of both ploughs, but could not agree 
on a decision. Practically, victory rested with Mr. Russell, as Mr, Elvey 

would not consent to another trial at Mr. Russell’s farm ; and there is 

the awkward fact that his wooden plough did no better with four 
horses than Myr, Russell's did with three. Strange as it may seem, 

the wooden plough is a sort of household god in Kent, and it is even 

betting that any Kentish judge who had the nerve to decide against 
it in favour of “ Howard's” would promptly find himself in Coventry 
at the market ordinary: farmers, young and old, have been in the 
habit of saying that, if a Kentish man takes to an iron plough, either 
the man or the plough will be missing in a year or two, and of con- 
sidering that they have thereby adduced quite a knock-me-down argu- 
ment, As the Mark Lane Express observes, “If the wooden plough 
is destined to fall, there will be many a mourner over the sacrifice. 
The reverend gentleman who returned thanks for ‘The Clergy’ gave 
the hority of Scripture for its use; and, when the party broke up, 
and people went their ways for a quiet pipe, the landlord of the Star 
offered to quote the ‘Georgics’ of Virgil in maintenance of the same 
time-honoured invention.” 

A practical farmer in the same paper gives the following hints on 
steaming of tainted fodder, all of which will be wanted to get through 
the winter :—“ For this purpose,” he says, “it must be cut into chaff. 
After it has lain a while, on being taken from the steamer, a small 
quantity of cut or sliced or pulped turnips or mangolds should be 
mixed with it, and when cool the mass will be ready for the stock. In 
this way much food may be made very valuable, at no great cost, as 
the time required to steam it is short. I shall not atcempt any 
lengthened detail of the process of steaming. The more simple and 
inexpensive the apparatus the better. Mine is simply two large 
barrels (36-gallon casks) hung on posts, by a small furnace, to which 
is attached a steam-pipe, communicating with each cask alternately, 
steaming one while the other is being emptied, Another suggestion, 
I would make is relative to the judicious admixture of pulped roota 
with eut chaff. It may be impracticable to adopt steam on an ex- 
tensive scale, | the cutting of uw into chaff may he generally 
adopted; in such cas j i 


h li admixture of pulped or ed 
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such a mixing. This needs applying when warm, and the chaff to be 
well turned as applied. Bean, pea, or barley meal would answer 
admirably in making this food available; and a slight dusting over 
steamed chaff would suffice. In this way much of the inferior 
fodder of this winter may be profitably consumed.”

MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK, 
(From our Ciiy Correspondent.) 

THE whole of the last arrivals of gold from Australia having been purchased 
for transmission to Paris, and as the drain of bullion from the Bank of Eng- 
land has again commenced—about £100,000 having been withdrawn—it has 
been found 'y to effect arrang ts by which a collapse in monetary 
matters in France might be avoided. We understand, therefore, that an 
exchange of two millions in gold for a similar amount in silver is about to 
take place, and which, it is presumed, will restore general confidence amongst 
the mercantile interests in France, and avoid the necessity for a further 
advance in the value of money. *We confess, however, that the exchange of 
bullion here referred to is not likely to be followed by any important results, 
°o far as this country is concerned. If the Bank of England should part with 
two millions in gold for a similar amount in silver, the Reserve must be 
trenched npon to a similar extent. The Bank directors may, it is true, dispose 
of the silver it will receive from Paris at its market value, and thereby succeed 
in realising a portion of the ‘general circulation; but we maintain that the 
Bank will be crippled to the extent here referred to, and that money must still 
command a comparatively high range of value. Here we would observe that 
it isa most remarkable feature in the position of the Bank of France to find 
that, out of the £16,000,000 of bullion now held by it, only £4,000,000 is in 
gold, notwithstanding the enormous sums whichit has from time to time 
drawn from this country. Our impression is that a reckless system of specu- 
lation has been going on in France—-that the great public companies have too 
suddenly enlarged their sphere of action; and further, that, without some 
decided check, the greater portion of the silver now in the vaults of the Bank 
of France will be taken for export purposes. The Emperor is, we are told, 
strongly opposed to any further advance in the Bank rate of interest; but the 
opposition is based on untenable grounds, because it must be obvious to every 
commercial man that to purchase gold at a loss of something like 6 per cent is 
a most expensive process for increasing the stock. 

The demand for accommodation this week, both at the Bank of England and in 
Lombard-street, has been much less active; nevertheless, rates have continued 
to rule high, notwithstanding that the supply of capital in the hands of the 
bankers is very large. Out of doors the lowest quotations for the best paper 
have been as under :— 














Long-dated bills have been somewhat cagerly sought after at the above rates, 
and not a few of them have been discounted in Holland.

INCIDENTS OF THE VOYAGE. 

For the first two or three days out both the Hero and Ariadne were under 
steam—the former at full speed, the latter at less than half, and having to 
resort to every nautical artifice to keep her place behind the flag-ship.

In these, however, the 
Ariadne had much the best of it, for, with the exception of his Royal Highness 
and one or two others, the knot of passengers on the poop of the lero was 
lamentably thinned by the first one or two days’ head sea. Now and then | 
the Ariadne ranged up so close alongside that both parties could converse | 
from their respective quarter-decks by writing out their questions on black 
boards, and holding them up. Once, indeed, the Ariadne came so close that 
both could speak with ease. This experiment, however, was only attempted 
once, for a heavy swell was running, and the two ships were within a hair's- 
breadth of coming broadside against each other, when the consequences might 
have been serious. Their yards actually touched, and nothing but the speed 
of the Ariadne and the indomitable coolness of Captain Vansittart saved 
them from actual collision. Even as it was, many ran below, thinking that 
the masts and spars would be about their cars. After this slight escapade 
open order was kept, except in fogs, when the Ar iadne had to follow, almost 
touching the Prince's vessel. These fogs were as frequent as on the voyage 
out, and were a source of perpetual anxiety. Every officer on board the | 
Ariadne was determined, come what might, not to part company with the 


shortened sail, the //ero and the Ariadne stood across the Channel for the 
Lizard light. This, the last night of the cruise, was as foggy as any, and 
once the Ariadne missed the /ero and red rockets, but the rockets were 
answered by the /limalaya, which had long been on the look out for us. At 
last the Ariadne put on full steam, and, running up at fourteen knots an hour, 
overtook the //ero, cautiously creeping towards the Lizard. Fortunately the 
light was soon made, and the cold grey morning at last showed the shores of 
Old England in the lofty, rugged, picturesque coast of Cornwall. The run to 
Plymouth was soon made, and before ten a.m. the Hero and the Ariadne cast 
anchor inside the Breakwater, the ships in the Sound and in the harbour, and 
the batteries on shore saluting the Prince's flag. In a very short time his 
Royal Highness was ready to land. For the last time the ships manned yards, 
salutes were fired as the Royal standard came down from the //ero, and amid 
cheers from the crews of the //ero and Ariadne the Prince of Wales quitted the 
Royal squadron, and his long progress was brought to a close.

DISTRIBUTION OF MEDALS TO GARIBALDI'S 
VETERANS. 

NEARLY the last act of Garibaldi, before closing his career, for the 
time, in Italy was to assist at the ceremony of presenting the com- 
memorative medal to the chosen band that landed with him at 
Marsala on the 11th of May last. They mustered on that day 1080, 
but of these only 426 survived to receive the decoration. The pre- 
sentation took place in the Largo del Palazzo on the 4th inst. The 
Hungarian cavalry, a noble-looking set of fellows, were in front of 
the palace. There were red-jackets, too, on the three sides of the 
square, and nearly in the centre was seated Garibaldi, together with 
a number of ladies of high rank, and the deputation from the munici- 
pality of Palermo, all on painted chairs, whilst two or three common 
wooden tables placed before them bear all the trays full of medals, 
and another the register of the names, There were present the 
Princesses Torrenuella and Niscemi, the Duchess of Verdura and her 
daughters ; the Marchesa Pallavicina, the wife of the Pro-Dictator, and 
her sister; Mdme. Crispi, who was decorated with a medal for her 
services in the first expedition; Mdme.

THE most recent acces- 
sion to our National 
Gallery, at least of those 
which have been ex 
to public scrutiny, is the 
collection of thirty-one 
pictures purchased last 
year from M. Edmond 
Beancousin, at Paris, for

we do not recollect the 
exact amount, These 
pictures are of various 
schools, and various de- 
grees of merit and im- 
portance; and consider- 
able animadversion has 
been expreased by those 
who interest themselves 
in these matters upon 
the mode of Ppp 
adopted in is and 
some other cases, miscel- 
laneous lots being taken 
for the sake of one or 
two works which happen 
to be comprised in them 
the rest g sold off 
or transferred to other 
public collections as oc- 
casion may serve. With- 
out entering into this 
dispute at present, we 
must admit that, al- 
though the Beaucousin 
collection contains some 
specimens which we are 
glad to see in 
National Gallery, par- 
ticularly one or two of 
masters not hitherto 
represented there, they 
areJasa lot not of that 
high quality to warrant 
their incorporation in @& 
collection of the highest 
class, and for public 
educational purposes. 

We have closted half 
a dozen subjects from 
amongst this collection 
for engraving.

Tuscany is Lucca, situated in the midst of a most fertile and well- 
cultivated country, and abounding in interesting objects for the lovers 
of arts and antiquities. 

“TImoca !'Industriosa,” as it is called, is a busy, thriving place. It 
was a city of importance as far back as the rule of the Lombard Kings, 
and afterwards had Dukes of its own. In the twelfth century it became 
a free city. Then it fell upon evil days, and was lorded over by 
the stranger for many ee in 1369, the Lucchese purchased a 
charter and their liberty fon les IV. for the sum of 300,000 florins, 
and remained independent till 1799, when the French entered upon 
possession, and after them the city became a portion of the dominions 
of the Duke of Tuscany. Within the last year, as every one knows, 
it has cast in its lot with the Re Galantuomo. 

Lucca is famous for the large number of remarkable churches it 
contains, chiefly in the Lombard style. At the head of the list stands 
the Duomo, or Cathedral, a very remarkable monument. It was founded, 
in 1060, by Anselmo Badagio, afterwards Pope Alexander II., who 
presented the consecrated banner to William of Normandy when he 
invaded England. Little remains, however, of the first building. The 
fine arcade of three unequal arches—two of very noble dimensions— 
and the surmounting three tiers of small ones, were erected by the 
architect Giudetto, in 1204. Both small and large columns, as will be 
seen from the portion we give in our Engraving, are richly sculptured. 
The inlaid work on this front, representing hunting subjects, &c., is 
very curious ; and the portico abounds with quaint and elaborate orna-

SALE OF 
GOVERNMENT 
PRESENTS 

AT CALCUTTA. 
On the return of the 
Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India from 
his official tours through 
the country it is usual to 
sell by public auction 
the presents he has re- 
ceived, and which the 
forms of Indian State 
receptions require to be 
taken and reciprocated 
by “nuzzers” or pre- 
sents, quid pro quo, given in exchange. The sale of the valuable 
resents received during the late tour of his Excellency the Right 
Consents the Governor-General and Viceroy of India took place on 
the 27th of August last and ten following days, on the premises of 
Messrs. Hamilton and Co., Calcutta, jewellers, &c., to the Viceroy. 
Our Engraving on page 483 represents the saleroom, and the varied 
countenances, costumes, and characters of the assembly form a curious 
variation to what would be seen at a saleroom in England ; although 
the eagerness of bidders for purchasin, ig at these sales, as is thecase at 
home, often outruns their discretion. e presents consisted of articles 
of native jewellery, arms, armour, shawls from the looms of Cashmere, 
Umritsir, Delhi, and Dacca; massive gold and silver-mounted trappings 
for horses and elephants; gold and silver cups, and implements for 
using pawn, uta, &c,; a great variety of native manufactures in cloths 
of gold and silver ; the finest muslins, beautiful carpets, and embroi- 
deries—a portion of which were hung about the saleroom, and formed 
a truly Oriental background to the dark faces of the grotesquely-clad 
company. The ten days were not wholly occupied by the sale of the 
Government presents, At the same time was disposed of a number 
of very magnificent jewels taken at the Baillie Guard, Lucknow, and 
lately heded over to the ex-King of Oude by the British Government ; 
Messrs. Hamilton and Co. selling the same under the orders of the 
ex-King for his benefit. Many of these said jewels were of the greatest 
magnificence and rarity. One of the necklaces, composed of emeralds 
which were pierced and strung in triple rows, was of the weight of two 
pounds and a half; one of the three or four large diamonds of great 
brilliancy weighed over fifty carats.

After a life-boat has been 
established in a locality it is estimated that about £40 a yearis required to keep 
it in an efficient state and ready for instantaneous uc. 


THe GREAT OcEAN SuRVEY.—The following letter from Sir 
Leopold M‘Olintock to Captain Collinson,dated Nov. 11, has been given in the 
Athenaeum :—* We have nearly brought to a close about as tough a job as 
usually falls to the lot of the most hardworking—even of surveying-—-ships. I 
have been up (in the ship) to the head of Hamilton Inlet, but South Green- 
land we found enveloped in an unusual amount of pack. so much so that I had 
to go up to Godthaab (64 deg. north) beeore I could get into any harbour. On 
the 29th of Ser ber I ded ia getting into Julianshaab, where I ex- 
pected to find the Fox, but could obtain no intelligence respecting her. Our 
veasel was the earliest to arrive there this season, the ice having been im- 
penetrable. The For (with Captain Allan Young, Colonel Shafner, and Dr. Rae 
on board) had not arrived at Hamilton Inlet on the 17th of September, and 
I fear she has been detained by ice on the east coast of Greenland, although in 
a letter Young left for me at Reikiavik he says he intended going first to Julian- 
#haab, to obtain an interpreter for the cast const. We have had desperate 
weather since the beginning of October. A gale on October 8 almost crippled ns; 
we lost two boats, had our bowsprit snapped off by a sea ; but, as the gammoning 
held it fast, the vessel has since been ‘righted,’ and at least looks ship- 
shape. The iron tiller was also broken, aud a vast deal of damage done to the 
#ponsons, paddle-wheels, bulwarks, &c., lying-to under bare poles for thirty 
hours, sleet aloft, and seas coming ever ua below, unable to cook, &c.—dis- 
agreeable enough, even for a‘ Polar.’ To accomplish a line of soundings 
from Cape Farewell to Rockall has proved rather beyond our powers at this 
late season, and with such continued severe weather ; yet we have sounded at 
intervals the whole way, and I think sufficiently for ordinary purposes. South- 
west of Iceland, where we expected 2000 fathoms, we only found 748 fathoms, 
and in 1260 fathoms we brought up a living starfish! I tried in July, August, 
September, and October, yet could not approach Cape Farewell from the 
south-west within forty-five miles, the intermediate space being close pack ; 
but at the same time the present is such a bad year that the Danes in Greenland 
gay they have not had one like it for nearly thirty years. It has been very 
favourable in Labrador, and very little ice seen there. In Iceland, also, the 
summer has been very fine. We have hai much more ice-work than I ex- 
pected, and the ship has suffered accordingly; paddile-arms bent, cutwater 
chafed away, and copper bolts standing out; the ship rolls very heavily, and 
is now quite eager for a good caulking. 1 think we have done our work well, 
at least we have ‘done all we can. Instead of a deep channel leading into 
Hamilton Inlet, I doubt if forty-five fathoms can be carried inside the outer 
islands, and would reduce the width of the main channel to about five miles, 
and there is an exterior bank along that part of the coast, having between 
100 and 200 fathoms water onit. . . . . I have completed the soundings 
across to Rockall, but they are at long intervals, and not as straight in line 
as they would have been under more favourable circumstances of weather. I 
obtained deep water m inside of the Rockall Bank, 1310 fathoms about 
midway. 0, a same south-east wind is still blowing which has 
scarcely ceased since the 18th of October.—Most sincerely yours, F. L.

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THE GREAT SCHOOLS OF ENGLAND. 


No. 1.—WESTMINSTER SCHOOL. 

“In patriam populamaque.” 
Tue proposition for removing the chief collegiate schools of the 
metropolis to places remote from the contaminating influences of a 
great city, and where the pupils might pursue their studies and recrea- 
tions in a purer ee is one of the most important domestic 
questions upon which ti public mind has been called to deliberate for 
many years. ‘That sooner or later the rapid increase of population in 
London will render the removal of the City schools—The Charter- 
house, St. Paul's, Merchant Taylors’, and Christ’s Hospital—not 
merely desirable but absolutely necessary, we have no doubt. That 
the school at Westminster follow seems highly probable. Already 
two full meetings of Old Westminsters have been held to discuss the 
subject, and a committee, consisting of some of the most distinguished 
sobheman and gentlemen educated at St. Peter's, has been appointed to 
consider the present state of the establishment and the various plans 
which have been advanced for its improvement. Pending the publica- 
tion of their report, we purpose giving a series of engravings represent- 
ing the present aspect of our great pubiic schoo!s, with a description of 
their rise and progress, and a list of the most celebrated of their 
scholars, 

We have elected to take Westminster first, partly from the number 
of remarkable men who there acquired the rudiments of an education 
which, in after life, enabled them to do meritorious services for their 
country and mankind, but chiefly because, from its situation in con- 
nection with the metropolis and with the ancient Palace and Court of 
Westminster, it seems naturally to priority of notice, Although, 
in its present form, the School of Westminster is not so ancient as its 
two great = a _ and tHoury Vi Lge ~“pae date, 
respectiv: e rei o . an ward ITL., there can 
be no quasion that there had existed from time immemorial a grammar 
school attached to the Monastery of St. Peter, and that in fact, 
therefore, while the actual statutes are due to Henry VIII. and Queen 
Elizabeth, this regal foundation was no more the creation of the school 
than the ion was the creation of the Church of England. In 
confirmation of this, we find from Ingulphus’s “History of Oroyland’’ 
that so early as the of Edward the Confessor there was a school 
at Westminster which used toattend, and that he was some- 
times examined and had money given to him by the Queen, Edgitha, 
when, on his return from he visited the palace where his father 
occupied a situation. idmore instructs us that from the 
latter part of the reign of Edward III. till the dissolution of the 
monastery @ was paid to a schoolmaster styled “ Magister 
scholariam pro itione puerorum grammaticorum,” who was a dis-

consist of forty boys, and that in their selection especial regard should 


eighty pensionarii, from which the scholars were to be chosen, but 
this arrangement must have soon fallen into desuetude. The electors 
and examiners nominated by the Queen to determine year after year 
what boys should be placed on the above-mentioned foundations con- 
sisted of the Deans of Westminster and Christ Church, the Master of 
Trinity, and two Masters of Arts (one from each of these colleges), with | 
the Head Master as their coadjutor. By the statutes it is ordained that 
not less than six scholars shall be yearly draughted to the Universities— 
three to Christ Church and three to Cambridge (plures autem optamus), 
and that in the previous examination for admission to the college at 
Westminster no one should be elected who had not been already at 
least one year in the school, or who was likely to become the heir of an 
estate of ten pounds yearly value. These last provisions we need 
hardly say have of late years been but little regarded. They further 
express, and with singular precision of language, the Queen's desire 
that no partiality should be shown of any of the electors during this 
examination, and that the best boys should be conscientiously chosen. 

James L, in the fifth year of his reign, confirmed and strengthened 
all the particulars of Queen Elizabeth’s statutes, and added a positive 
injunction that in the election of the Fellows of Trinity preference 
should be given to the Westminster students. This demand, which 
even Dr. Bentley, when Master of that College, obeyed, is now habi- 
tually pretermitted. 

Nevertheless, the general spirit in which these statutes were conceived 
has been preserved even to this day, no admission into the college at 
Westminster being possible except by long and arduous competition 
between the candidates for that honour, while a subsequent examina- 
tion by the electors is required of those who, having passed their 
four years in college, are, at the expiration of this time, eligible to 
studentships at Christ Church and scholarships at Trinity. 

At one of the last of these examinations, on May 13, 1661, Evelyn 
was present, and he states that he heard “such exercises in Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, and Arabic in themes and extraordinary verses, with 
such readiness and will as wonderfully astonished me in such boys.” 

For admission into college there are generally from twenty to thirty 
candidates, and the period of examination, or rather of mutual competi- 
tion (technically termed “standing out”), usually extends over seven 
or eight weeks of the spring of each year. 

Some of the provisions for the government.of the young school are 
curious, and exemplify very strikingly the difference of manners in 
our days and in those of our ancestors. Thus, the boys were required 
to attend “ daily praiers in Henry the VIT. Chapel at six o'clock in the 
morning,” and orders were given that the ‘“ Deans and Prebendaries 
doe kepe commons together in the halle, and likewise the scholemaster 
and usher and her Maiestie’s scholars, and also the servants and officers 
of the saide colledge.” Furthermore, it is ordained that “ the schollars’ 
allowance is in the saide hall after the rate of a provision made by the 
Deane and the Prebendaries—viz., a bushell of wheate for twenty 
pence, a barrell of duble bear for three shillings and fourpence, and the 
fuel after a certain rate.” We find, too, that there was a house 
erected at Chiswick “ with chambers and shelter for the summer tyme, 
and if there should be occasion of sickness, which house cost the 
building five hundred pounds.” 

Widmore informs us that Westminster is indebted for this house to 
Gabriel Goodman, Dean of Westminster, who had been Prebendary of 
Chiswick in St. Paul’s Cathedral; and Fuller adds that Goodman 
“ purchased a fair house, with land thereunto, at Chiswick, in Middlesex, 
where, with his own hands, he set a fair row of elms, now grown up to 
great beauty and height, for a retiring-place for the masters and 
scholars of Westminster in the heat of summer, or in any time of in- 
fection.” It was to this house, as we learn from Bishop Hacket, that 
the most learned Prelate of the Church of England, Lancelot Andrewes, 
then Dean of Westminster, was in the habit of retiring, accompanied 
by two or more of the — scholars, for repose after his exhausting 

» were those 8 who had such a master to 
revise their exercises, and to devote, as was his custom, whole evenings 
to their instruction ! 

The principal buildings in connection with Westminster are the 
school itself, with the library attached to it; the dormitory of the 
college; college hall ; and the boarding-houses of the town-boys. 

The approach to the school, which stands in Little Dean’s-yard, and 
is gr: y a store portal, attributed to Inigo Jones, is through a low 
Gothic arch of the latter part of the thirteenth century. To the right 
of the yard are the residence of the Under Master and two boarding- 
houses, and at the opposite end, adjoining the entrance to the school, 
the dormitory of the college. On the left is Ashburnham House, 
memorable to the lovers of learning as the place where the manuscripts 
eir removal to the British 
Museum, and where many invaluable treasures were destroyed by fire 
Oct, 23, 1731. The school, originally the dormitory of the monks of St. 
Peter's, is of great antiquity : it has a massive roof of chestnut, and a 
semicircular apse or recess at the upper end, once, perhaps, the site of 
an altar. This apse is termed the “shell,” the name given also to tho 
form next below the sixth who sit there, The same appellation is 
adopted at Harrow and at the Charterhouse, and, we believe, elsewhere. 
Around the school (till some recent detestable innovations had defaced 
the time-honoured aspect of this room) were four tiers of benches, one 
above another ; and on the side walls, over the shell, and in every other 
available space, are carved or painted the names of those who have 
been educated there during several generations (in one instance, if our 
memory serves us truly, six such generations are still legible) endearing 
records of many who have since made their names immortal in the 
annals of their country. Until these modern “ improveinents,” indeed, 
the very woodwork of the forms spoke eloquently of the illustrious 
dead; the name of “glorious John Dryden,” among others, being 
perfectly legible in deeply-cut characters on a solid bench fronting the 
shell, any other names very dear to Westminsters, though of less 
public interest, have been ruthlessly destroyed: this great one, we 
trust, has been preserved. 

To the true Westminster there is no room in the world that 
possesses half the interest of the old school. Every nook of it is 
associated with pleasant, or at least impressive, recollections; and 
these, whatever the vicissitudes of his subsequent career, are never 
utterly erased. The feelings which a visit to the ancient school 
are calculated to revive have been well described by a writer in the 
Guardian of April 22, 1713:—“ Upon a late election of King’s scholars 
my curiosity drew me to Westminster School. The sight of a place 
where I had not been for many years revived in my thoughts the 
tender images of my childhood which, by a great length of time, had 
contracted a softness that rendered them ~ pee agreeable, As 
it is usual with me to draw a secret unenvied pleasure from a thousand 
incidents overlooked by other men, I threw myself inte a short 
transport, forgetting my age, and fancying myself a schoolboy.” And 
how deeply the early studies of such a place are prized by the ripe 
student 34 been beautifully expressed by one of the noblest and best 
of the sons of Eton:—“*The more extended his sphere of learning in 
the literature of modern Europe, the more deeply, though the more 
wisely, will he reverence that of classical antiquity ; and, in declining

The Upper and Lower ls were originally divided by a bar from 
s In connection with this curtain a 
remarkable story will be found in No. 313 of the Spectator. It is told 
of a boy who was saved by a schoolfellow, when at Westmins ter, from 
a cruel flogging at the hands of Dr. Busby for having torn asunder 
the curtain in question, The boy, who tos his companion received 
the pa, is known to have been William Wake, the father of 
Archbishop Wake. He took part in the Civil Wars on the Royal side, 
and suffered severely. At length, becoming implicatedin Penruddock’s 

ng, he was seized, and tried for his life at Exeter. It happened 
ring his trial that he was recognised by the very schoolfellow for 
whom many years before he had undergone the flogging. The latter 
started off at once to London, and, by his influence with Cromwell, 
succeeded in saving the life of his early friend. We may add that the 
curtain has long since disappeared, though a singular custom is still 
enacted at the spot where the upper and lower schools are separated, 
On Shrove Tuesday the college cook, preceded by a verger, comes into 
morning school and tosses a pancake over the bar into the upper 
school. A similar custom, it is said, prevailed formerly at Eton ; and 
in an old MS. in the British Museum, entitled the “Status Schol:e 
Etonensis A.D. 1560,” it is related that the “cook of the school was in 
the habit on that day of coming into school and fastening a pancake 
to a crow,” and that the boys had a holiday from eight o'clock in 
the morning. Be this as it may, the practice of celebrating Shrove 
Tuesday (or Carnival Day) with pancakes is certainly a very ancient one. 
of course, alludes to it, for what custom of his time passes 
unnoted by him? “As fit as Tib’s rush for Tom’s forefinger, as a 
pancake for Shrove Tuesday, a morris for May Day,” &c.—* All’s 
Well that Ends Well,” ii. 2. So, too, Gayton, in his “‘ Festivous Notes 
on Don Quixote,” p. 99, speaking of Sancho Panza having converted a 
cassock into a wallet, says :—‘‘ It were serviceable after this greasie 
use for nothing but to preach at a carnival on Shrove Tuesday, and to 
toss pancakes in after the exercise; or else (if it could have been con- 
veighed thither) n&thing more proper for the man that preaches the 
cook’s sermon at Oxford, when that plump society rides upon their 
Governour’s horses to fetch in the enemie, the F'lie.” 
Curiously enough, the great bell that used to be rung on Shrove 
Tuesday to call people to be shriven by the priest was known as the 
pancake bell, a name it retained so late as 1791 in some parts of 
Leicestershire.—(Macaulay’s ‘‘ History of Claybrook,” p. 218.) 

On the western side of the College gardens is the dormitory, an 
ugly modern structure erected during the early part of the last century, 
from designs by the Earl of Burlington, to replace the original building 
of the date A.p, 1380, which stood in Great Dean’s-yard, and had 
once been the granary of the monastery. This edifice consists inter- 
nally of one chamber, 161 feet long and 25 feet broad, and is of in- 
terest to the public mainly from being the theatre in which for very 
many years the plays of Terence have been annually acted by the 


boys. 

The origin of this custom (the performance of plays by boys) is un- 
known. We know, however, that at a very early period Miracle 
Plays, as they were called, having reference to incidents in our 
Saviour’s history, were constantly represented, and that it was cus- 
tomary to select for such performances certain special days or seasons, 
as the “ Ludus Coventrize,” on the festival of Corpus Christi. Again 
it was usual, when the King or Queen made progresses through the 
country, to greet them at the universities and principal towns with 
plays, masks, and interludes, many of which are still preserved. Some 
authorities, however, and Mr. Warton among them, conceive the 
ancient custom of the “ Boy-Bishop” at Salisbury and other cathedral 
towns (the ceremonials of which at Canterbury, Westminster, and 
elsewhere, have been frequently described) to have afforded the first 
rude suggestions for dramatic exhibitions, To this source, indeed, 
Mr, Warton attributes the Eton anniversary festival of going 
‘“* Ad Montem,” as well as the popular practice of theatrical processions 
in collegiate bodies. To one or other of these sources, jin all proba- 
bility, we owe the idea of the Westminster Play. There is, however, 
this distinction, that at Westminster the performance was evidently 
designed from the beginning as a ready and effectual means of keeping 
up the spirit of classical education. This was plainly Queen Elizabeth’s 
intention, since she expresses her desire that the plays of Terence may 
be acted by her boys:—‘ Quo juventus tum actioni tum pronun- 
ciatione decenti melius se assuescat” (whereby the boys may be better 
accustomed to correct action and ooo 

One of the earliest notives we have found of the study of Terence at 
Westminster occurs in Strype’s life of the famous Dean Nowell, who 
was the second Head Master. Speaking of him, he says :—‘‘ When he 
was at Westminster School he brought in the reading of Terence for 
the better learning the pure Roman style.” Dr. Barnes is also noticed 
as having introduced Terence “and Tully into his College of 
4 ugustines at Cambridge, instead of barbarous Duns and Dorbel.” 
It is natural that among the records of those who have been educated 
at Westminster we should find frequent allusions to the plays in 
which so many of the most distinguished have taken part. One of 
the most interesting references of the kind occurs in a letter from the 
celebrated Bishop Atterbury (at that time Dean of Christ Church) 
addressed to Trelawney, Bishop of Winchester, in which he describes 
the delight he had experienced in witnessing the acting of the Bishop’s 
son :--“ I had written again to your Lordship,” he says, “ on Saturday, 
but that I spent the evening in seeing ‘Phormio’ acted in the 
College chamber—where in good truth, my Lord, Mr. Trelawney 

layed Antipho extremely weil, and some paris he performed admirably. 

our Lordship may depend open it that in what place soever he 
stands he shall go first of the election to Oxford, and shall have all 
the assistance and advantages there that it is possible for a Dean of 
Christ Church to give him.” In another letter Bishop Atterbury 
praises young Trelawney’s acting in the play of “Ignoramus,” a proof 
that Engiish plays were occasionally acted by the boys of those days, 
though independentiy, we apprehend, of the regular comedies of 
Terence, We know. indeed, that in 1695 ‘ Cleomenes,” a play by 
Dryden, was acted, and that for the occasion Lord Buckhurst spoke a 
prologue, which has been preserved. 

One of the most noticeable performances was that of the winter of 
1749, when three men, all subsequently well known, appeared in 
*Phormio,.” These were Colman, who played Geta; Lloyd, Demipho ; 
and Hobart, afterwards conductor of the Italian Opera, who acted 
Antipho, Still later, it is recorded that Garrick was a frequent visitor 
to the dormitory, and he is said to have warmly commended the acting 
of Tattersell (who was head of his election in 1770) in the part of 
Phormio. 

With regard to the costume, there was till recently, in the manner 
these pieces were put upon the stage, but little that could remind a 
student of Roman manners that he was witnessing a scene enacted in 
a Roman forum, A great improvement, however, was made by Dr. 
Williamson, soon after he becarae Head Master, in 1828, and attention 
was drawn by him to the correct representation of the habiliments of 
the actors in a brief but learned pamphlet entitled “ Eunuchus 
Palliatus.” What the character of the scenery was at an early period 
of the school’s history it is, perhaps, vain to inquire ; but those scenes 
with which all but the youngest Westminsters are familiar are said to 
have been arranged from suggestions of Garrick, and to have been 
presented to the school by Archbishop Markham, its Head Master from 
1753 to 1764. They were not very creditable to the taste of the 
English Roscius, and have fortunately been replaced by others far 
more beautiful and appropriate, from the pencil of Professor C. R. 
Cockerell himself, one of the warmest friends of that school in which 
he received his earliest education. :
